Irish Institute of International 
Affairs, and the character of its 
activities should be well known. It 
was set up in this country in 1936, 
following a visit here of the Secre- 
tary of the Royal British Institute 
of International Affairs. The British 
Institute was a body which com- 
manded considerable respect and 


in other countries. It was founded 
by Royal Charter, the terms of 
which provided just those safe- 
guards as regards the. non-party 
political nature of its activities and 
the object character of its work 
which gave it the authority it en- 
joyed in the eyes of all serious 
students. 

No one could conceive of the 
British Institute participating in the 
politics of the day or conducting 
propaganda against the current 
foreign policy of the British Go-' 
vernment. Much less could one 
imagine it, without the authority of 
the British Government, inviting 
members or Officials of foreign 
governments to London to address 
meetings at which the foreign policy 
of the British Government of the 
day was being -discussed and 
criticisd. . 

The studies and publications of 
the British Institute were objective 
and authoritative as statements of. 
fact, carefully avoiding, in accord- 
ance with its charter, expressions 
of opinions on current international 
affairs. In time of war it acted in 
close association and, in certain 
respects,. under the actual control 
of the British Foreign Office. 

The so-called Irish Institute was 
not a chartered body; it had no 
kind of official ‘recognition or 
approval; it had no legal existence, 
and its title was simply self-assumed. 
It was subject to none of the legal 
safeguards which were provided in 
the case of the British Institute. it 
had no published rules or by-laws. 

He had “received complaints from 
members of the organisation itself 
that, far from making the slightest 
effort. to preserve the character a 
body of this kind should have, if it 
were to be of any service, the Irish 
Institute had bécome the focus of 
propaganda, devoted entirely to 
encouraging a particular point of 
view in relation to the present war. 
One would think that, however they 
might feel individually, the ‘Institute 
would refrain. out of simple 
patriotism, and in deference to the 
democratically expressed . wishes - of 
the Irish people, from criticising this 
country’s position in relation to the 
war in the presence of foreigners.

But do not prate to me of “ freedom 
from want.” For that phrase con- 
notes repose, and repose is possible 
only in cemeteries.
